Avalanche  blocks  skiers

A  200-yard  wall  of  snow  fell  in  the 
form  of  an  avalanche  and  blocked 
the  road  to  Sundance  on  Tuesday, 
but  caused  little  damage  and  left  no 
on£  injured,  according  to  officer  Les 
Langford  of  the  Utah  Highway- 
Patrol. 

Langford  said  the  avalanche 
blocked  the  road  at  about  10:30 
a.m.,  keeping  out  hundreds  of  an¬ 
xious  skiers.  With  the  road  cleared 
by  3  p.m.,  those  persons  waiting 
were  asked  to  exercise  extreme 
precaution  as  they  were  allowed  to 
drive  up  to  the  resort. 

Kirt  Anderson,  a  senior  member 
of  the  National  Ski  Patrol  at  Sund¬ 
ance,  told  reporters  “there  are  no 
injuries  reported.  The  only  thing  we 


had  was  a  stalled  ski  bus  earlier  this 
morning.” 

Anderson  said  he  didn’t  know 
how  long  the  avalanche  danger 
would  continue.  “Who  knows  if  the 
slides  are  over?  This  kind  of  thing 
happens  whenever  it  gets  wet  like 
this.” 

Anderson  explained  how  some 
slides  can  occur.  “One  example  of 
how  these  slides  start  occured  this 
morning  when  a  drift  went  over  the 
hood  of  a  car  and  a  4-wheeler  tried 
to  pull  it  out.  Just  the  noise  of  the 
‘wheeler’  set  off  another  slide,”  he 
said. 

Workers  at  the  resort  had  spent 
time  in  the  early  morning  at  the  re¬ 
sort  but  were  evacuated  and  were 
spending  time  waiting  at  the  mouth 
of  the  road  with  the  rest  of  the 


public. 

“There  have  been  at  least  eight 
slides  up  there,”  lift  operator  Gerrit 
Anderson  said,  “and  at  least  three 
are  eight  feet  high,  with  one  drift  at 
least  12  feet  deep,  causing  the  road ' 
to  be  covered  with  water.” 

Joel  Wilson,  a  junior  majoring  in 
civil  engineering  at  BYU,  and  a 
Sundance  employee  said:  “When 
wet  snow  falls  on  ‘hard-pack,’  it  be¬ 
comes  very  unstable.  Monday 
morning  we  had  12  inches  of  heavy 
wet  snow  in  the  canyon,  and  last 
night  we  had  another  12  inches. 
WJien  we  combine  the  two,  we  have 
a  tremendous  mass  of  unstable 
snow.”

The  heart  was  rushed  by  ambulance  to  the  Tyler  air¬ 
port,  where  a  jet  took  it  to  St.  Louis.  A  helicopter  took  the 
heart  to  St.  Louis  University  Hospital,,  where  the  reci¬ 
pient  was  “prepared  for  surgery,”  Lowery  said. 

The  boy’s  kidneys  were  sent  to  the  Dallas  organ  bank 
and  were  being  transplanted  into  two  patients  at  Dallas’ 
Methodist  Hospital  on  Tuesday,  Haid  said. 

Pennington  said  his  son  had  wanted  to  be  a  veterinarian 
and  was  active  in  livestock  projects  and  Future  Farmers 
of  America.

Lockdown  at  prison 
terminated  Tuesday 


POINT  OF  THE  MOUNTAIN, 
Utah  (AP)  —  A  lockdown  of  about  80 
medium  security  inmates  at  Utah 
State  Prison  was  lifted  Tuesday,  and 
the  investigation  into  the  fight  that 
prompted  it  was  ended,  officials  said. 

The  lockdown,  which  followed  a 
fight  between  knife-and  club- 
wielding  inmates  last  Thursday 
night,  was  lifted  at  about  6:30  a.m. 
Tuesday,  and  prisoners  were  back  to 
their  normal  schedules,  said  Lynn 
Jorgensen,  chief  prison  investigator. 

The  investigation  into  the  fracas 
was  complete  and  no  charges  would 
be  filed,  Jorgensen  said. 

“We  don’t  have  any  of  the  inmates 
involved  cooperating  with  us,”  he 
said.  “I  don’t  think  we’ll  be  able  to 
come  up  with  any  more  witnesses  or 
evidence.” 

The  fight  involved  10  to  12  Cuban 
and  a  number  of  white  inmates,  and 


broke  out  about  11:20  p.m.  Thursday 
as  the  prisoners  were  being  put  in 
their  cells  for  the  night. 

One  prisoner  had  part  of  an  ear  tom 
off,  which  was  later  sewn  back  on  by 
doctors,  and  four  other  prisoners 
were  injured. 

Prison  officials  had  been  negotiat¬ 
ing  with  federal  officials  for  transfer 
of  several  Cubans  to  a  federal  prison 
at  Atlanta,  Ga. ,  under  a  special  feder¬ 
al  policy  for  handling  the  Cubans. 

The  Cubans  were  among  the  group 
allowed  into  the  United  States  under 
the  Carter  administration. 

But  Jorgensen  said  officials  had  de¬ 
termined  that  the  transfers  would  not 
be  made  soon. 

“It  looks  like  we’ll  be  housing  them 
for  some  time,”  he  said. 

Following  Thursday’s  fight,  prison 
officials  found  two  wooden  clubs  and  a 
metal  bar  in  the  prison  yard.

Loan  pool  aids  debtors 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Finance  ministers  from 
around  the  world,  moving  to  avert  a  Depression- 
style  global  slide,  are  gathering  here  to  forge  an 
expanded  lending  program  to  stave  off  defaults  by 
developing  nations. 

Private  bankers  from  New  York  to  Tokyo  are 
likely  to  breathe  a  collective  sigh  of  relief  on  Fri¬ 
day,  when  the  governing  board  of  the  International 
Monetary  Fund  likely  will  boost  general  lending 
resources  by  about  50  percent  and  nearly  triple  a 
special  fund  maintained  by  the  10  richest  nations. 

The  twin  actions,  informally  sanctioned  at  pre¬ 
vious  sessions,  would  pump  about  $28  billion  of 
“hard”  currencies  into  the  146-nation  lending  agen- 
cy’s  loan  pool  for  assisting  troubled  countries. 
Without  such  action  there  is  a  fear  of  defaults  by 
debtor  countries,  and  the  collapse  of  major  banks 
and  the  international  financial  system. 

The  two-day  meetihg  of  the  IMF’s  Interim  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  begins  Thursday,  concludes  a  year¬ 
long  debate,  prompted  by  the  worsening  problems 
of  many  Third  World  nations  unable  to  pay  debts 
because  of  the  worldwide  recession.  Preliminary 


sessions  began  Monday. 

Estimates  put  the  total  foreign  debts  of  non- 
OPEC  developing  nations  at  $550  billion,  with 
nearly  half  that  owed  to  private  bankers. 

For  the  United  States,  the  IMF’s  largest  contri¬ 
butor,  the  bolstered  lending  plan  will  mean  provid¬ 
ing  $9  billion  or  more  in  new  credits , —  a  commit¬ 
ment  Congress  seems  reluctant  to  make. 

Congressional  Democrats  and  Republicans  have 
charged  that  the  plan  amounts  to  a  “bail-out”  for 
private  banks  that  made  foolish  loans. 

Members  of  Congress  also  questioned  why  the 
Reagan  administration  is  pushing  for  loan  increases 
to  developing  countries  but  are  opposed  to  spend¬ 
ing  more  money  at  home  on  public  j  obs  and  housing 


SALT  LAKE  CITY 
(AP)  —  A  House  com¬ 
mittee  Tuesday

Governments  routinely  deny 
most  basic  human  freedoms 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  State  Department 
said  Tuesday  political  repression  around  the  world 
continued  on  a  broad  scale  in  1982,  with  a  number  of 
nondemocratic  governments  —  both  friendly  and 
unfriendly  —  routinely  denying  the  most  fun¬ 
damental  human  freedoms. 

In  its  annual  report  on  the  state  of  human  rights 
around  the  world,  the  department  assessed  162 
countries  in  1,323  pages  and  concluded  there  was 
virtually  no  change  in'  rights1  protection  in  most 
countries  and  only  marginal  shifts  in  others. 

At  one  extreme,  the  report  found  that  democra¬ 
tic  Costa  Rica  “remains  one  of  the  most  committed 
nations  in  protecting  human  rights”  while  at  the 
other,  communist  North  Korea  “is  one  of  the  most 
highly  regimented  and  controlled  countries  in  the 
world.” 

However,  the  report  indicated  that,  in  general,- 
politically  motivated  killings  were  more  likely  to 
occur  in  rightist  dictatorships  than  in  communist 
countries. 

In  its  15-page  section  on  the  Soviet  Union,  it  said 
that  country  “continues  to  fall  far  short  of  accepted 
international  standards.” 

“Although  capital  punishment  is  imposed  only 
infrequently,  the  regime’s  standard  response  to 
dissent  is  the  incarceration  of  dissidents  in  prison  or 
labor  camps,”  the  report  said. 

It  concluded  there  was  an  escalation  in  1982  in 
the  anti-dissident  campaign.  Moscow’s  goal,  it  said, 
is  to  sever  contacts  between  Soviet  dissidents  and 
foreigners. 


The  report  also  criticized  Israel’s  treatment  of 
Arabs  in  the  occupied  territories.  This  issue 
“caused  the  most  significant  human  rights  prob¬ 
lems  for  Israel  in  1982.” 

In  Latin  America,  the  report  concluded  the  hu¬ 
man  rights  situation  in  Nicaragua  “deteriorated 
markedly”  in  1982,  citing  what  it  described  as  the 
forcible  relocation  of  thousands  of  Miskito  Indians 
from  the  Honduran  border  area  to  camps  in  the 
interior  of  Nicaragua.

USFL  prepares  to  start 
alternate  ball  season

The  new  U.S.  Football  League  wears  a  pinstripe 
suit  and  holds  forth  in  a  lavish  skyscraper  suite  with 
a  mahogany  desk  loaded  down  with  TV  schedules 
and  open  checkbooks. 

It’s  a  combination  of  Madison  Avenue,  Rockefel¬ 
ler  Center,  Wall  Street  and  the  sunshine  belts  — 
California  and  Florida  versions.  It  has  collared  a 
group  of  wealthy  owners  and  hired  a  smart  commis¬ 
sioner,  Chet  Simmons,  an  old  TV  hand  whu  knows 
all  the  subleties  of  producing  and  marketing. 

It  has  made  exhaustive  studies  of  the  perils.  It 
goes  forward  unafraid. 

That’s  one  way  the  fledgling  league  looks  to  an 
outsider.  But,  like  beauty,  it’s  all  in  the  eye  of  the 
beholder. 

Another  might  see  it  as  a  new-born  babe  on  a 
raft,  neck  deep  in  money  and  with  provisions  to  last 
a  lifetime,  floating  on  uncharted  waters,  searching 
for  the  security  of  the  shore. 

Can  a  new  pro  football  league  make  it? 

That’s  the  quandary  as  the  USFL  moves  closer 
to  the.  launching  of  a  new  football  season  out  of 
season  March  6. 

Is  the  appetite  of  the  football  fan  insatiable? 

The  new  league  is  staking  its  life  on  it. 

Can  football,  a  traditionally  autumn  sport,  in¬ 
vade  the  provinces  of  the  fading  basketball  and 
hockey  seasons  and  the  blooming  of  such  spring  and 
summer  endeavors  as  baseball,  golf,  tennis  and 
family  holidays  and  survive? 

“We’ve  made  exhaustive  surveys,”  says  Sim¬ 
mons,  onetime  chief  of  NBC  Sports  and  cable 
ESPN,  “and  they  are  encouraging.  We  found  peo¬ 
ple  anxious  to  watch  football,  whatever  the 


ABC  Sports,  which  signed  a  $20  million  contract 
to  air  games  of  the  new  circuit,  held  a  press  confer¬ 
ence  Monday  to  acquaint  fans  with  its  plans  for 
coverage  of  18  regular  season  games  (17  Sunday 
afternoons  and  one  weeknight)  plus  two  playoff

17.

The  USFL  will  play  an  18-game  regular  season 
schedule  involving  12  teams,  broken  up  into  three 
divisions:  Atlantic  —  Boston,  New  Jersey,  Phi¬ 
ladelphia,  Washington;  central  —  Birmingham, 
Chicago,  Michigan,  Tampa  Bay;  Pacific  —  Arizona, 


Denver,  Los  Angeles,  Oakland. 

While  they’re  playing  football,  the  old  pappy  of 
pro  football  —  the  NFL  —  will  be  taking  a 
breather.  There  is  no  conflict  on  the  calendar. 

The  USFL  becomes  the  fourth  league  to  chal¬ 
lenge  the  NFL,  fathered  by  men  such  as  Chicago’s 
George  Halas  and  Green  Bay’s  Curly  Lambeau 
more  than  half  a  century  ago,  and  nourished  over 
the  years  by  the  exploits  from  Red  Grange  and 
Bronko  Nagurski  to  Dan  Fouts  and  Billy  Sims. 

The  old  All-America  Conference  struggled  a 
while  and  died  peacefully.  The  American  Football 
League,  bulwarked  by  Texas  oil  money  and  other 
riches,  put  up  such  a  fight  that  the  NFL  had  no 
choice  but  to  adopt  it. 

Some  people  may  say  it  was  a  case  of  the  whale 
swallowing  the  shark,  since  the  AFL  had  to  pay 
reparations.  But  the  AFL  teams  survived,  almost 
foundering  the  NFL  with  23  total  teams.  Then 
came  the  World  Football  League,  a  ragtag  opera¬ 
tion  quickly  eliminated. 

The  USFL  presents  a  different  challenge.  It  isn’t 
going  head-to-head  with  the  NFL.  It  hopes  to  serve 
as  an  appetizer.  Its  12  franchises  are  backed  by 
solid  money.  It  is  reaching  out  for  established 
coaches  and  whatever  players  are  available  —  the 
NFL’s  disenchanted,  a  few  over-the-hill  gang  and 
aspiring  rookies  just  out  of  college. 

In  Chet  Simmons,  the  new  league  has  an  im¬ 
aginative,  vigorous  administrator.  He  adds  subst¬ 
ance  to  the  venture.  There  are  plenty  of  good  play¬ 
ers.  They  won’t  match  those  of  the  established 
NFL  but  they  will  have  their  proportion  of  stars. 
And,  besides,  everything  is  . relative. 

The  financial  base  looks  solid. 

“I  was  the  richest  owner  in  the  World  Football 
League,”  says  Canadian  John  Bassett,  who  joins 
actor  Burt  Reynolds  in  the  Tampa  Bay  Bandits 
venture.  “In  the  USFL,  I  am  the  poorest .” 

The  main  question,  as  raised  recently  by  Lamar 
Hunt,  owner  of  the  NFL  Kansas  City  Chiefs  who 
successfully  fought  the  war  for  the  AFL,  is 
whether  one  can  market  a  product  and  appeal  to 
fans  out  of  season. 

“People  are  accustomed  to  their  own  way  of  life  in 
the  spring  and  summer  —  golf,  tennis  and  family 
holidays,”  he  said.  “I  am  not  sure  they  are  ready  for 
so  much  football.” 

“I  am,”  insists  Simmons.  “We  have  found  most 
people  hungry  for  football,  whatever  the  season.” 


PROVO  (AP)  — Sean

After  being  recruited 
by  several  of  the  West’s 
top  football  schools,  in¬ 
cluding  several  Pacific 
10  conference  teams, 
Covey  narrowed  his  de¬ 
cision  to  Stanford  and 
BYU. 

“It  was  a  hard  deci¬ 
sion,  but  I’m  glad  it’s 
made,”  Covey  said.  “My 
interest  in  serving  an 
LDS  mission  helped  in¬ 
fluence  my  decision,  and 
also  my  respect  for  the 
fine  coaching  staff  at 
BYU.  Plus,  I  want  to 
throw  the  football  and  I 
love  the  program  here.”

Mantle,  Yankees  must  part 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Hall  of  Fame  slugger  Mick¬ 
ey  Mantle  joined  an  Atlantic  City,  N.J.,  hotel  and 
casino  in  a  promotional  capacity  Tuesday  and  was 
ordered  by  Commissioner  Bowie  Kuhn  to  give  up 
his  part-time  coaching  position  with  the  New  York 
Yankees. 

Chuck  Adams,  a  spokesman  for  Kuhn,  said  Man¬ 
tle  was  “not  being  banished  or  booted  out  of  base¬ 
ball”  and  still  could  play  in  old-timers’  games  and 
make  appearances  on  behalf  of  the  Yankees,  since 
those  are  not  in  an  official  capacity  with  the  game. 

“But  as  long  as  he  is  employed  by  a  gambling 
casino,  he  cannot  hold  a  coaching  or  front-office 
position,”  Adams  said. 

Mantle  has  been  a  batting  coach  for  the  Yankees 
during  spring  training.  In  joining  the  Claridge 
Hotel  and  Casino  as  director  of  sports  promotions, 
Mantle  said  he  wasn’t  bitter  about  Kuhn’s  decision. 

“I  wasn’t  much  involved  in  baseball  anyhow.  I 
just  went  to  spring  training  and  helped  the  hitters. 
It  wasn’t  a  big  deal  and  I  didn’t  make  a  lot  of 
money.” 

Mantle  said  his  job  will  be  purely  promotional, 
requiring  him  to  leave  home  only  six  days  a  month. 
He  said  he  received  a  letter  from  Kuhn  trying  to 
discourage  him  from  taking  the  job,  which  pays 
$100,000  a  year  on  an  annual  renewal  basis. 

Adams  said  the  precedent  was  set  3Vss  years  ago 
when  Kuhn  ordered  Hall  of  Famer  Willie  Mays  to 
give  up  his  job  with  the  New  York  Mets  after  Mays 
entered  into  a  10-year  contract  with  another  Atlan¬ 
tic  City  establishment. 

Mays,  in  signing  to  represent  Bally’s  Park  Place 
in  October  1979,  was  under  a  long-term,  $50,000-a- 
year  contract  with  the  Mets.  He  was  forced  to 


abandon  all  his  activities  with  the  Mets  and  never 
don  a  Mets  uniform  in  an  official  capacity. 

Both  Mays  and  Mantle  are  two  of  baseball’s 
greatest  players  Of  the  modern  era.  Mantle  played 
18  years  in  the  Yankee  outfield,  hitting  536  home 
runs  and  batting  in  1,509  runs. 

The  flashy  Mays  had  a  22-year  career  with  the 
Giants,  in  New  York  and  San  Francisco,  and  the 
New  York  Mets,  hitting  660  home  runs  and  driving 
in  1,903.  He  had  a  .302  career  batting  average.

Between  balancing  his  job  as  chief  justice  of  the 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court,  acting,  fatherhood  and 
working  towards  a  master’s  degree  in  directing, 
James  A.  Van  Leishout  manages  to  keep  busy. 

Van  Leishout  is  currently  the  only  Master  of 
Fine  Arts  (MFA)  directing  student  at  BYU.  He 
has  just  returned  from  competition  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Theater  Association  Festivention 
where  he  directed  Eric  Samuelson’s  award¬ 
winning  play,  “Playing  the  Game.” 

The  plays  entered  in  the  competition  are  usually 
directed  by  faculty  members,  said  Ivan  Crosland, 
an  assistant  professor  of  Theater  and  Cinematic 
Arts. 

“It  is  a  step  up  for  the  department,”  Crosland 
said,  “if  a  student  is  prepared  enough  to  go.  James 
is  one  of  our  best  trained  and  best  informed  stu¬ 
dents.” 

According  to  Van  Leishout,  the  results  of  the 
competition  won’t  be  known  for  four  to  six  weeks. 
The  performance  did  receive  good  criticism  and 
reviews  while  there,  and  the  trip  was  a  good  ex¬ 
perience,  Van  Leishout  said. 

Van  Leishout  is  currently  at  work  on  Eugene 
O'Neill’s  play,  “The  Hairy  Ape,”  which  will  open  in 
the  Nelke  Experimental  Theater,  HFAC,  Feb. 
17. 

Directing  “The  Hairy  Ape”  is  a  project  Van 
Leishout  is  working  on  for  his  MF A  degree.  The 
six-semester  directing  program  requires  one  pro¬ 
ject  each  semester. 

“It  (the  play)  will  be  presented  in  an  express- 
ionistic  form,  n.on-realistic  in  approach,”  said 
Crosland,  one  of  Van  LeishoUt’s  directing  instruc¬ 
tors. 

Van  Leishout  said  he  will  be  acting  this  semes¬
